FORMER DEFENSE SECRETARY EXAMINES FUTURE U.S.- JAPAN 
RELATIONS— OFFERS POLICY RECOMMENDATIONS 

WASHINGTON, D.C.— "The United States needs a coordinated 
policy covering its military, political, and economic relations 
with Japan,” says former Secretary of Defense Harold Brown in a 
new study released by the U.S./Japan Economic Agenda, a joint 
project of The George Washington University and the Carnegie 
Council on Ethics and International Affairs. 

This coordinated policy is required because the U.S.- Japan 
relationship is moving into a more dangerous phase, Brown 
explained in a briefing held at The George Washington University 
last week. "The relationship is not likely to remain stable if 
the United States remains the principal provider of Japan's 
military protection while Japan takes the lead in advanced 
commercial technology—especially if the two countries continue 
to compete in international markets for manufactured goods," 
Brown warns. 

Brown's report, titled "U.S.- Japan Relations: Technology, 
Economics, and Security," outlines issues that are likely to 
evolve at the crossing of economic and security interests in 
U.S.- Japan relations over the next decade—especially in light 
of Japan's growing technological advancement.

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"In particular, the United States needs to consider the 
long-term implications of its economic actions regarding Japan as 
well as Japanese perceptions of such actions on their economic 
and political-military security," Brown says. 

"There is little evidence that the U.S. government has tried 
to weave all the complexities of [the relationship] into a 
consistent policy, and still less evidence that the United States 
has considered the likely evolution of these factors for the rest 
of this century in an attempt to plan ahead," he says. 

Furthermore, "in the future, Japanese decisions about how 
far to go in sharing the defense burden will depend to some 
extent upon perceptions of the reliability and consistency of 
U.S. policies toward Japan, particularly in the economic realm," 
he adds. 

Although Brown foresees few security developments that could 
significantly disrupt U.S.- Japan cooperation, he worries that 
economic rivalries could lead to protectionism, trade wars, 
financial instability and ultimately, security differences. 

"These developments could encourage a more independent 
security policy in Japan, although advanced commercial 
technologies are not immediately translatable into major military 
systems," says Brown. 

To prevent this worst-case scenario, Brown calls for a 
series of policy recommendations for U.S. and Japanese decision¬ 
makers covering military, political, economic and technological 
aspects of the all-important relationship.

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Specific recommendations include: 

A high technology industrial policy in the United States to 
compete more effectively in semiconductors and other 
advanced sectors. 

A modest but steady increase in Japanese defense 
expenditures to about 1.3% of GNP over the next 10 years 

More regular, high level meetings between the U.S. President 
and Japanese Prime Minister and their respective cabinets. 
Meetings should be staffed by a permanent joint secretary to 
encourage continuing attention to U.S.- Japan 
problems—comparable in some ways to what the North 
Atlantic Council does for U.S.- European relations 

"Defining the [U.S.- Japan] partnership will reguire more 

than simple shifting of burdens and responsibilities from one 

country to the other or from one policy arena to another," says 

Brown. "It will reguire high-level leadership and a series of 

staff-level efforts to address problems frankly while developing 

new modes of interaction with vision as well as energy," he 

concludes. 


These findings, based on the author's study, U.S.-Japan 
Relations : Technology, Economics, and Security , were published 
for the The U.S./Japan Economic Agenda by the Carnegie Council on 
Ethics and International Affairs. 

The Agenda seeks a more credible and candid discussion of 
U.S.- Japanese economic differences while affirming the lasting 
and invaluable alliance between the United States and Japan.

AFTER-SCHOOL JOBS HURT GRADES, G.W. STUDY SHOWS—PARENTS AND 
EDUCATORS ARE URGED TO "PUT THE BRAKES” ON TEEN EMPLOYMENT 

Grades suffer when teenagers work more than 20 hours per 
week at after-school jobs, according to a report released by The 
George Washington University Graduate Institute for Policy 
Education and Research. 

"Although part-time work is widely seen as a valuable and 
often necessary pursuit, it may be time for concern about too 
much of a good thing," says Philip W. Wirtz, associate professor 
of management science at GW. 

Wirtz is one of four authors of the study, "Intense 
Employment While in High School: Are Teachers, Guidance 
Counselors and Parents Misguiding Academically Oriented 
Adolescents?,” along with Cynthia A. Rohrbeck, assistant 
professor of Psychology at GW, and Ivan Charner and Bryna Shore 
Fraser of the National Institute for Work and Learning. 

The researchers found that students who worked at least 20 
hours per week averaged a 6.47 grade point average—a solid "B," 
while students who worked less than 20 hours per week averaged 
6.81—a "B+."

Dr. Bezold is the President of Alternative Futures Associates and 
Executive Director of the non-profit Institute for Alternative Futures.

AMERICA'S WORKING POOR ARE NUMEROUS BUT IGNORED SAYS 
G.W. ECONOMIST—$10 BILLION INVESTMENT IN AID SUGGESTED 

A rapid expansion in the ranks of the working poor has been 
ignored during the 1980s. Fairness dictates that federal leaders 
address the situation immediately, say the authors of a new book 
on the subject. 

"Due to sluggish economic growth and federal inattention, 

8.9 million American workers are impoverished, an increase of 
35 percent since 1979," says Sar A. Levitan, director of The 
George Washington University Center for Social Policy Studies. 

"In a nation as affluent as the United States, the 
prevalence of the working poor challenges the fairness of both 
private and public wage and income distribution practices," say 
Levitan and co-author Isaac Shapiro in their new book, WORKING 
BUT POOR: America's Contradiction , (to be published November 27 
by the Johns Hopkins University Press). 

"Because so many of the poor move from low wage jobs to 
welfare and back again, Congress cannot hope to successfully 
reform the welfare system unless it seriously addresses the 
plight of the working poor," notes Levitan, referring to recent 
welfare reform proposals. 
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WORKING BUT POOR profiles America's working poor and the severity 
of their income problems, and analyzes the impact of high 
unemployment, technological developments, international 
competition, and demographic trends on low wage job markets. 

The researchers advocate investing an additional $10 billion 
over the next few years to aid the working poor. "Federal 
policies in aid of the working poor have never been very generous 
and, with the exception of the 1986 tax bill, have provided even 
less assistance during the 1980s than in the previous decade," 
note Levitan and Shapiro. 

They cite several examples: 

—Minimum wage laws designed to promote economic self-sufficiency 
have increasingly failed to do so in recent years. The federal 
goverment has not increased the $3.35 hourly minimum wage since 
January 1981, although consumer prices have increased by 30 per 
cent since then. 

—Financing for employment and training programs which augment 
the job skills of the poor has been reduced by more than half. 

—The federal government has failed to promote adequate day care 
for children, inhibiting many poor mothers from finding and 
keeping jobs. 

"While federal policies are only one element in ameliorating 
the difficulties faced by the working poor, federal leadership is 
critical in remedying the problem," note Levitan and Shapiro. 
Specific proposals for increased aid include: 

—A phased-in program to raise the current minimum wage more than 
a dollar over the next few years, equalling one-half the 
average wage rate paid to non-supervisory workers in the 
private sector. 

—Increasing investment in job training programs, and reinstating 
a public employment program to alleviate job shortages.

—Providing welfare supplements for the working poor who are also 
sole providers for their families. 

"These proposals reward work rather than indolence, and 
enlist the efforts of both business and government," Levitan 
emphasized. "While the price tag is substantial, the costs of 
inattention may be even higher in the long run."

COMPUTERIZED VOTING NEEDS CLOSER SCRUTINY, G.W. PROFESSOR SAYS 
—REPORT CALLS FOR IMPROVED ADMINISTRATION OF ELECTIONS 


Elections in the United States now rely heavily on the 
computer, but computerized voting systems may not be as reliable 
or secure as they should be, according to a study by Lance 
J. Hoffman, professor of computer science at The George 
Washington University. 

"American elections are more vulnerable to fraud and error 
than desirable or necessary," says Hoffman, author of "Making 
Every Vote Count." 

According to the study, election officials generally lack 
the money and training needed to guarantee the accuracy of 
computer vote counts, and some experts predict that a crisis 
could develop if security measures do not improve. 

"Some election officials are beginning to realize that 
computerization cannot ensure accuracy and integrity. Problems do 
arise and can be amplified by computer systems," Hoffman says. 

Uses of the computer for direct mail fund-raising, analyzing 


more 
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"It could also improve training and communication, and encourage 
uniform standards for pre-election testing and post-election 
audits." 

About 54 percent of the votes cast in the United States are 
now counted by computer, according to Hoffman. The percentage 
continues to rise as communities abandon paper ballots and lever 
machines for more sophisticated technology. 

"There are inherent difficulties, but the long-term gains 
generally outweigh short-term growing pains," Hoffman says. 
"Elections are faster and far more 'voter friendly' than ever 
before, and the vote counting is probably more accurate than it 
was when bleary-eyed poll workers counted paper ballots into the 
night." 

Hoffman says most election officials do the best they can 
under trying circumstances. 

"Election officials have to work with a part-time staff and 
an electorate with various levels of technical sophistication," 
he says. "There are no rehearsals, and the show can't be 
late. It's quite an undertaking."

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voting records and demographic analysis have been subject to 
debate in recent years. Less attention has been paid to the more 
fundamental use of computers for vote recording and tabulation. 

In February 1987, Hoffman gathered election officials, 
election consultants, computer scientists, political scientists 
and vendors of vote-counting hardware and software for an 
open-ended, confidential discussion of problems associated with 
computer-tabulated elections. 

Sponsored by grants from the Markle Foundation, the 
conference revealed "an underfunded, underorganized election 
community that cannot put into place adequate software, hardware, 
or procedures for proper computer security," Hoffman says. 

Furthermore, many workshop participants felt that it is only 
a matter of time before inadequate understanding of computerized 
vote counting causes major problems in an important election. 

In his report, Hoffman offers seven recommendations that 
local election administrators could put into place at once to 
strengthen election security. 

"Preventing most potential problems will take relatively 
little effort, none of it highly technical," Hoffman says. 

He also offers recommendations relating to the election 
community at large, including formation of an organization 
comprised of election officials and computer experts. 

"Such an organization would raise the level of 
professionalism and recognize achievement," Hoffman says.

G.W. REPORT EXAMINES SEX DISCRIMINATION 

What role does society play in contributing to sex 
discrimination on the job? How meaningful is the term "free 
choice" when applied to women's opportunities in the market 
place? 

Researchers at The George Washington University pose these 
questions in a new study, "Gender Practices and Employment: The 
Sears Case and the Issue of Choice," released by GW's Graduate 
Institute for Policy Education and Research. 

In their report, Phyllis M. Palmer and Roberta Spalter-Roth, 
professors of Women's Studies at GW, explore the issue of free 
choice by studying a 1986 federal court decision in Illinois. 

"The ruling in this case indicates new roadblocks in the fight 
against sex discrimination in hiring," the authors contend. 

In the case, the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
(EEOC) charged that Sears, Roebuck and Co. showed a history of 
discrimination against female employees. 

The EEOC claimed that most commission sales positions at 
Sears were awarded to men, relegating women to lower-paying, 
non-commission positions.

In response, Sears based part of its defense on testimony 
that men and women traditionally seek different types of jobs due 
to family needs. The court found Sears not guilty of 
discrimination on the grounds that the women involved "chose 
freely" to accept lower-paying positions. 

"The idea that women will automatically turn down a chance 
at higher-paying jobs seems to add the insult of stupidity to 
the injury of lower wages," Palmer and Spalter-Roth say. 

Furthermore, the Sears case only demonstrates a more serious 
problem, the authors contend. "Society, and not just particular 
employers, discriminated against women." 

Their point: taught to accept society-wide norms about 
appropriate female and male roles and behavior, women often 
"choose" the only jobs available to them. "Applying the notion 
of choice in this way—to stand for acquiescence—is not the 
way choice is typically used in social science or legal theory." 
the authors contend. 

They challenge policy makers and commentators to "loosen up 
intellectual muscles," and engage in progressive discussion about 
women's role in the workplace. 

To move now is critical, the authors say. Rising divorce 
rates mean "more women will be self-supporting than in earlier 
decades." Since many single women have children, "the financial 
care of future citizens and workers will increasingly devolve to 
women," making equality in earning potential critical.

The George Washington University will hold its third annual 
Martin Luther King Jr. Convocation at 7:30 p.m. Monday, January 
18, in Lisner Auditorium (730 21st Street, NW)—a short walk 
from the GWU/Foggy Bottom Metro Station.

These honorees 
exemplify faithful public lives consonant with those ideals for 
which King lived, and died—commitment, personal integrity, 
ethical and religious reflection, community service, integration 
and non-violence. 

As part of the ceremony, the University will also operate a 
food and clothing drive for residents of the Barry Farms 
Dwelling —a low income community in Southeast Washington, D.C. 
Donations will be collected in the lobby of Lisner Auditorium. 

GW's Banneker Visiting Professor of Washington Area Studies, 
Elizabeth Clark-Lewis will offer the evening's introductory 
remarks. A professor of history at Northern Virginia Community 
College and an authority on oral history research and 
African-American community development, Clark-Lewis will discuss 
the historical importance of the Martin Luther King Jr. legacy. 

The observance will also include an exhibit of enlightenment 
examining the history of the civil rights movement; biographical 
treatments of Dr. King; Afro-American history; and the cultural 
diversity of GW campus life. 

The exhibit will feature displays by some of the city's 
oldest, most prominent churches in light of their various 
outreach ministries as well as their historical roles in this 
country's civil rights movement.
